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Buyer  Beware  -  Part  II

American  Royal  Mint  bars  have  stined  much  talk  among  IASAC  members 
lately  In  fact,  I’ve  gotten  a  number  of  responses  from  club  members  regarding 
ARM  bars  since  my  article  was  published  in  June. 


Bill  Haffher  sent  me  The  Coin  &  Sportscard  Wholesale ,  vol.  37  (Spring  2003). 
The  catalog  is  published  by  Chattanooga  Coin/The  New  Quarter  Company.  I 
had  the  opportunity  to  read  advertisements  for  American  Royal  Mint  bars 
firsthand  Here’s  how  it’s  printed:  “Each  1  oz.  ingot  is  999  silver  proof  15 
grains  in  a  sleeve  Great  details  and  limited  edition.”  Another  one  goes 
something  like  this:  “Each  ingot  is  1  oz.  .999  fine  silver  15  grains  pure.”  Also 
in  the  catalog,  rounds  are  offered,  “each  39mm.  Piece  is  .999  Silver  Clad.” 
Zodiac  sign  ingots  are  advertised  on  the  same  page  as  rounds,  also  .999  silver- 
clad 


I  also  gathered  more  information  thanks  to  Bill  Haffher  regarding  some  of  the 
obverses  American  Royal  Mint  uses  in  connection  with  these  15-grain  phonies 
They  are  copying  and  using  obverses  various  mints  used  from  the  1970’s  in 
producing  their  bars  How  they  were  able  to  use  obverses  from  mints  of  the 
1970’s  is  anybody’s  guess  Here’s  a  list  of  what  they  have  available:

I  received  an  email  from  Phil  Asher  regarding  ARM  bars.  He  said,  “if  art  bars 
are  one  troy  ounce  (3 1  1  grams  or  480  grains)  of  pure  silver,  then  1 5  grains  is 
the  same  as  no  silver  at  all  I  wondered  about  Marc’s  figures  (referenced  in 
"Buyer  Beware”  in  the  June  Bugle)  that  day  when  he  did  his  math.  I  happened 
to  think  there  was  a  lower  of  amount  of  silver  in  a  15-grain  bar  too 


Any  other  mathematical  calculations? 


Information  Bill  Haffner  was  given  may  be  on-target  after  all,  mostly  bronze 
with  a  top  coating  of  silver 

The  moral  of  this  story  is:  Look  at  all  reverses  ot  silver  bars  before  purchasing 
any  in  the  future1 
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The  Silver  Bull  Rushes  On

All  of  us  have  our  favorite  coin  dealers  and  storytellers.  Sometimes 
we  get  lucky  and  they  are  all  rolled  up  into  one  That’s  the  case  with  Clyde 
Englehart,  owner  of  Toledo  Coin  Exchange  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  My  relationship 
with  Clyde  goes  back  to  the  silver  boom  of  the  early  1980’s.  He  had  just  opened 
a  small  coin  shop  on  Monroe  Street  in  Sylvama,  Ohio.  I  was  looking  for  local 
coin  shops  to  purchase  the  dates  I  needed  to  fill  my  Whitman  folders  His  store 
was  relatively  close  to  me  (18  miles)  and  he  had  a  wide  variety  to  choose  from  ~ 
foreign,  U.S.,  colonials,  Canadian,  tokens,  medals,  etc.  For  a  while  in  1  B.C. 
(before  children),  [  would  make  one  or  two  trips  a  WEEK  to  T  C.E.  to  see  and 
buy  whatever  new  stuff  Clyde  had.  In  the  time  of  1  A  D.  (after  Dan  and  Dori 
were  bom)  the  trips  dwindled  down  to  one  a  week,  then  once  a  month,  and  then 
once  or  twice  a  year. . .  you  get  the  idea.  No  matter  how  many  times  I  entered 
Clyde’s  shop,  \  always  learned  something  from  him,  whether  it  was  coin-related, 
historical,  or  Toledo-oriented.  We  shared  some  common  roots  in  the  Toledo 
connection  and  particularly  with  Libbey  High  School  where  my  mother’s  family 
attended  school.  Clyde  was  a  Libbey  grad  also. 

With  Clyde’s  background  I  wondered  what  other  jobs  he  had  held 
before  becoming  a  coin  dealer.  As  a  youngster  he  worked  as  a  pinsetter  and  golf 
caddy.  Later,  he  worked  as  a  cement  finisher  apprentice.  He  started  as  a 
sweeper  at  Champion  Spark  Plug  Company  in  1956.  Two  years  later,  he  was 
laid  off  briefly,  but  he  caught  on  in  the  drafting  room  where  he  stayed  until  1 967 
when  he  moved  into  the  engineering  department  Clyde  did  design  and  worked 
in  the  field  with  spark  plugs.  Some  of  the  things  he  mentioned  of  interest  with 
spark  plugs  were  plugs  using  Teflon  and  designing  spark  plugs  with  NO  SPARK 
to  be  used  in  engines  on  oil  rigs.  No  spark  was  allowed  because  it  was  feared  it 
would  ignite  the  oil  rigs.  Champion  Spark  Plug  was  among  the  largest  at  one 
time  with  many  patents  to  its  credit.  Clyde  held  some  of  these  patents  himself. 
When  Champion  offered  an  early  buy-out  program,  Clyde  took  advantage  and 
stepped  out  of  his  engineering  job  and  entered  full-time  coin  dealing 

Clyde  got  his  start  as  a  10-year-old  looking  to  collect  history  along  with 
half  cents  and  large  cents.  His  zeal  for  coin  collecting  hit  a  downturn  when 
silver  was  removed  from  coins  in  1965.  Shortly  after,  while  giving  some  pocket 
change  the  once-over,  he  came  across  a  filled  die.  That  filled  die  rekindled  the 
coin  collecting  spark  in  him 

When  Clyde  first  started  as  a  vest  pocket  dealer,  he  would  drive  to 
Canada.  There  he  would  buy  U  S.  coins  and  Canadian  coins  and  bring  them 
home  to  sell  for  a  profit  One  of  his  early  breaks  came  when  cigarettes  were 
sold  for  22  cents  a  pack  in  Canada.  The  Canadian  cigarette  machines  would 
accept  quarters,  so  the  packs  would  have  3  cents  put  in  them  to  make  change  for 
the  quarter  Some  of  the  packs  of  cigarettes  would  contain  the  1955  Lincoln 
double  dies.  The  brand  of  cigarette  that  sold  for  22  cents  plus  3  cents  change 
was. .  Lucky  Strikes  Here's  the  other  kicker,  in  the  mid- 1 950's  most  collectors 
weren't  looking  for  double  dies,  over  dates,  die  breaks,  etc 
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With  Clyde’ s  background,  it  is  no  wonder  his  collecting  interests 
include  Masonic  related  items  (he  has  over  three  large  cases  on  display  in  his 
shop,  with  much  more  boxed  up  in  the  back),  1955  Toledo  Libbey  High  School 
memorabilia,  bowling  related  material.  Champion  Spark  Plug  and  Toledo  area 
advertising  ephemera  and  exonumia  Other  interests  include  the  Glass  Center 
Coin  Club,  serving  on  the  advisory  committee  to  the  local  community  college. 
Masonic  activities,  Adrian  Moose,  donating  things  to  the  American  Bowling 
Congress  museum  and  national  hall  of  fame,  and  bowling  in  a  number  of 
leagues  for  over  35  years 

Drawing  upon  his  days  in  the  design  department  at  Champion,  Clyde 
has  produced  a  number  of  bars  and  rounds  produced  by  SilverTowne.  These 
include  the  horse/horseshoe/good  luck  round,  the  Dana  Corporation,  Perfect 
Circle,  Champion/Westem  Auto,  3  varieties  of  The  Silver  Bull  bar,  Toledo 
Bowling  Association  (round),  Panda  (round),  and  a  new  Silver  Bull/good  luck 
bar. 

With  all  of  his  contacts  with  silver,  1  asked  Clyde  to  give  me  an 
estimate  of  how  much  silver  went  to  be  melted  in  1980  He  said  his  business, 
Toledo  Coin  Exchange,  shipped  over  25,000  ounces  of  silver  (bars  and  rounds) 
to  be  melted  Think  of  it.  Just  one  medium-sized  coin  dealer  in  a  mid-sized 
rmdwestem  city  saw  25,000  ounces  of  rounds  and  bars  bite  the  dust.  How  many 
pre- 1 980  bars  and  rounds  escaped  that  fate? 

,  Another  tie-in  with  silver  is  Clyde’s  nickname  -  The  Silver  Bull.  He’s 
still  extremely  bullish  on  silver  Some  of  the  support  for  his  theories  comes 
from  the  fact  that  silver  use  is  increasing  faster  than  fresh  silver  is  being  mined. 
The  government  is  using  more  silver  in  coinage  than  it  was  Two  heavyweights 
are  strong  in  silver  Bill  Gates  owns  a  14%  share  of  Pan  American  Silver,  and 
Warren  Buffet  is  sitting  on  over  130  million  ounces  of  silver.  Other  factors  he 
mentioned  were  technology  using  more  silver  for  automotive  and  electric,  and 
the  fact  that  sub-$5  00  silver  is  just  TOO  cheap. 

During  Clyde’s  time  as  a  coin  dealer,  he’s  handled  a  proof  shield  nickel 
set  @  $40,000,  1910-S  Indian  gold  @  $30,000,  and  Unc  set  of  Standing  Liberty 
quarters  (1972)  @  $4,800,  an  1862  proof  set  @  $14,000,  and  a  $23,000  brass 
cent  Also,  he  was  probably  the  first  dealer  to  recognize  the  1982  no  “P”  dime. 

I  know  I  bought  one  from  Clyde  for  my  set  back  in  1982-83.  I’ve  still  got  it. 
He’s  donated  one  to  the  Smithsonian  and  the  ANA  museum  in  Colorado 
Springs  He  did  mention  that  he  squirreled  away  a  lot  of  oddball  bars  that  were 
coming  through  his  shop  in  the  ‘80’s.  Someday  I’m  hoping  he  lets  me  take  a 
look  at  them

Steve  is  going 
to  send  photographs,  a  variety7  description  and  other  information 
discovered  to  date  on  this  bar.  We'll  publish  it  in  the  next  issue

John  Neskas  emails,  “l  enjoyed  reading  the  article  “Buyer  Beware!’'  but 
there  appears  to  be  confusion  between  “grains”  and  “grams  ”  There  are 
480  grains,  or  3 1 . 1  grams  in  one  ( 1 )  Troy  Ounce.  So,  1 5  grains  of  silver 
in  an  ARM  bar  is  only  (15/480)=0.03  troy  ounce.  (It  takes  480/15=32 
ARM  bars  to  get  1  troy  ounce  silver!)  The  calculation  in  the  article  uses 
0.361  oz.  troy  to  equal  12.5  grams  of  U.S.  Coin  Silver,  which  is  only 
.900  fme;  that  is  90%  silver.  There  are  0.72  troy  ounces  of  .999  pure 
silver  in  One  Dollar  Face  Value  of  U.S.  silver  coins,  so  a  half  dollar 
(which  weighs  12.5  grams)  has  0.361  troy  ounce  of  pure  silver,  because 
[(12.5  grams  in  a  half  doliar)(0.9  fine)/(31.1  grams  per  troy 
ounce)]=0.361  troy  ounce.  The  algebra  in  the  article  should  be  [0.361 
troy  ounce/'x’}=[(  12.5  grams  US  coin  silver)(0.9)/(15.0  grains  ARM 
bar)(0.999)][480  grain  s/3 1.1  grams].  Solve  for  ‘x’=0.03.  Compare  to  15 
grams  is  slightly  less  than  !4  troy  ounce  (15/31.1=0.48). 

I  would  also  like  to  add  to  the  article:  If  a  large  silver  round  says  “One 
Pound  Pure  Silver,”  this  refers  to  a  TROY  Pound,  which  is  12  Troy 
Ounces  (of  31.1  grams  each  troy  ounce).  If  the  ingot  reads,  “One  Pound 
AVDP”  -  this  means  an  Avoirdupois  Pound  (that  we  commonly  use  in 
the  U.S.)  -  which  has  16  AVDP  ounces  at  437.5  grains  per  AVDP  ounce. 
So,  a  Troy  Pound  has  12  troy  ounces  and  an  AVDP  Pound  has  [(16 
AVDP  ounces)(28.3  grams  per  AVDP  ounce)/(31.1  grams  per  troy 
ounce)]=14.5  troy  ounces  in  a  ‘Pound  AVDP.’  Some  coin  dealers  will  try 
to  charge  you  for  a  ‘Pound  of  Silver’  at  16  troy  ounces,  when  you  are 
really  getting  12  troy  ounces.  They  may  even  argue  that  the  plastic  case 
(ingot  or  round  capsule)  yields  an  inaccurate  weight,  if  you  want  it 
weighed.  So  beware  that  a  %  pound  is  3  troy  ounces  and  V2  pound  is  6 
troy  ounces  silver,  unless  the  word  ‘pound’  is  followed  by  AVDP.  There 
probably  are  exceptions  out  there,  so  when  in  doubt,  weight  it!

'  (Tie  Star-Spangled  Banner’  and  its  author  Francis  Scott  Key  on  the 
obverse,  and  the  USS  Constellation  on  the  reverse.  In  addition  to  a  one- 
ounce  silver  medal,  a  2  14  bronze  version  is  also  available.  The  silver  is 
priced  at  Si  5,  and  the  bronze  at  S36.  A  two-medal  set  is  priced  at  $49, 
plus  a  $5  shipping  and  handling  fee.  Contact  the  ANA  at  818  N. 
Cascade  Ave.,  Colorado  Springs  CO  80903. 


The  2003  Token  and  Medal  Society  medal  is  available  via  mail  and 
features  a  three-mast  ship  in  the  Port  of  Baltimore,  1796.  A  limited 
quantity  of  40  serial-numbered  silver  rounds  were  made,  priced  at  $20 
each.

There  are  Marilyns  and  then  there  are  MARILYNS;  not  a  Marilyn  you 
may  know  of,  or  a  Marilyn  impersonator,  but  rather  the  real  Marilyn 
Monroe.  And,  no  one  can  top  the  real  Marilyn  Monroe! 

The  same  holds  true  for  Marilyn  Monroe  silver  art  bars.  There  are  copies 
or  remakes,  as  the  term  goes,  and  then  there  are  the  original  Marilyn 
Monroe  bars.  And  nothing  tops  original  Marilyn  Monroe  bars  either. 

How  many  of  you  have  come  across  one  or  more  remakes  of  Marilyn 
Monroe  silver  art  bars  in  your  collecting  days?  1  recently  have,  and  of 
course,  it  became  a  prompt  to  another  hopefully  informative  article  to 
share  with  fellow  members. 


Colonial  Mint  was  the  first  to 
produce  a  Marilyn  Monroe 
silver  art  bar  in  1973.  It  was 
struck  for  Harry  Forman  and 
was  dated,  serial-numbered 
and  had  an  incused  reverse. 

Ten  thousand  of  these  bars 
were  made.  The  5th  edition 
guidebook  (An  Indexed  Guide 
Book  of  Silver  Art  Bar ,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1991  by  J.  Archie  Kidd 
and  edited  by  Steve  M. 

Rood)  priced  them  at  $45.  Also  in  1973,  Colonial  Mint  produced  two 
more  Marilyns:  COL-4 VI  was  the  same  as  COL-4  except  it  was  not 
serial -numbered  and  the  mintage  is  unknown.  COL-4  V2  was  not  dated 
or  serial-numbered  and  has  a  Type  4  reverse  (frosted  and  blank),  with 
unknown  mintage.  The  guidebook  also  prices  the  two  varieties  at  $45. 

Worldwide  Mint  produced  two  undated  Marilyn  Monroe  bars  in  1984 
WWM-1 1 1  and  WWM-1 1 IV  are  both  remakes  of  the  Colonial  Mint 
design.  Both  have  a  Worldwide  Mint  Type  6  reverse  and  are  listed  at 
$40  in  the  5th  edition  guidebook.  Actually,  this  should  be  a  Type  6A 
reverse,  because  as  pictured  next  to  the  Marilyn  bar  in  the  guidebook,  the 
WWM  hallmark  is  added  at  the  bottom  of  the  wording  “One  Troy  Ounce 
.999  Fine  Silver”  (pg.  2931.  WWM-1 1 1  is  serial -numbered  and  has  a

In  1 989.  an  unknown  mint  produced  two  more  remakes  of  the  Marilyn 
Monroe  bar,  which  are  listed  in  the  “Commercial  and  Miscellaneous” 
section  of  the  5  edition  on  page  183.  Both  bars  are  undated,  and  neither 
is  serial -numbered.  One,  with  Reverse  A,  (shown  in  the  book)  has  a 
mintage  of  100  and  is  valued  at  $35.  The  other,  with  Reverse  B  (Tentex 
reverse  Type  1)  is  valued  at  $25  and  has  a  mintage  of  400. 

I  recently  came  across  an  undated  Marilyn  bar  with  a  reverse  that  reads: 
One  Troy  Ounce,  a  number  one  with  the  word  ‘ONE'  across  the  number, 
.999  fine  silver.  Issue  date  along  with  the  mintage  is  unknown,  but  I’ve 
seen  quite  a  few  of  these  generic  bars  surfacing. 

So  the  next  time  you  see  a  Marilyn  Monroe  bar,  check  the  reverse  as  you 
will  know'  everything  you  need  to  with  regard  to  who  the  real  Marilyn 
Monroe  is;  bar  that  is!
